Ner @ st any objection to this truth, that the re- 
genorete are not always, nor perhaps generally, 
conscious of the change at the very time of ite 
occwrence, A great many things have had an 
existence, long before their existence was dis- 
covered. Many faculties lie dormant in the mind, 
t || some exigency wakes them to action. The spark 
may long glimmer among the ashes, without being 
detected.

Old Seuth Lectares. 
REV. MR RICHARDS’ LECTURE 

The fifth im the series of doctrinal lectures was 
delivered at the Old South, on last Sabbath even- 
ing, by Rew. Mr. Richards of W inter street Charch. 
The subject was “The vicarious sufferings of 
Christ.” Text, John 1: 2. “ Behold the Lamb of 
God that taketh away the sin of the world.” 

Mr. BR. commenced by showing that God 
exercises & moral government over the world. 
Ths government was executed through right- 
cous and holy laws, and the penalty attached to 
the violation of this lew was death, The fact is, 
that the whole haman family, without « single 
exception, bave violated the law, and are under 
sentenee of death. 

The question now arises, how cana substitote 
be provided for the persona! disobedience of man. 
Mr. R. here brought ap several theories thet are 
adopted by those who reject the doctrine of atone- 
ment, and showed their absurdity. He then briefly 
etated the direct Seriptore proof of the doctrine of 
atonement, as it hes always been held by the great 
body of evangelical christians. He made it clear- 
ly appear, that the doctrine of atonement is 
cardinal doctrine of christianity. Take this piller 
from onder the fabric of christianity, and the whole 
system falle in ruins. 

He closed by inviting bis hearers to visit the 
scenes of Calvary. His description of the dying 
sorrows of our Lord produced what Lord Kaiumes 
calls “ideal presence.” The impression made by 
this lecture wae most happy. The doctrine of 
the cross mast yet triamph im this city, where it 
has long been treated wrth contempt. 

The iaterest in these doctrinal lectures contin- 
wee anebated. Every nook and corner of this 
apac ous house were entirely filled.

Temperance in Great Britain. 

The Bretol Temperance Herald, for January, 
gives the following as evidence of the progress 
of the temperance cause in Greet Britain during 
the last year :— 

“In fitting out the expedition to the Nurth Pole, 
it was required that the seamen shou'd totally ab- 
| tain from the use of imoxicating drinks; « con- 
dition inposed doubtiess m once of the 

expenence efforded on former occasions of the 
touting and mischievous effects of such bev- 
erages under exposure to severe cold. 

In the next place; the sale of spirits to sol- 
diers in the Canteens—the grand soun. of their 
demoraliztion—has been prohibited; and stil 
more recently an offer has been made by the 
Lords of the Admiralty, to such of our seamen as 
might prefer it, of an allowance of tea and sugar, 
tp plece of half the quantity of thew accustomed 
retioas of grog, 

Cheering indications of a more favorable feel- 
ing towards our cause have recently been 
rent amongst medical men, whose influence in all 
questions affecting the bealth of the community w 
necessarily very great. 

In addwion to the “ Declaration” heretofore 
noticed, that intoxseating beverages are uoneces- 
saryfor men ia health, and that thew entre disuse 
would greatly contribute to the health, qorality, 
and happiness of the human family, and which 
has been signed by upwards of 1.300 of the fecul- 
ty, amongst whom are our mast eminent prectition 
ers, there has recently ‘appesred in one of the 
ablest medical periodicals of the dey,“ The Brit- 
ish end Forcign Medical Review,” edited by Dr.

Twenty-two of whom it ie not stated whether 
they liad been bond of free, were from Kentucky 
Among them were ten Grahame, of whom Susan- 
nah woe G3 yeare old, Nathan 51, Shepherd 46, 
and all the others younger. 

The next six were all males, aged from 2) to 
43; emancipated by E. R. Weir of Mublenburg 
county, Ky. 

‘The next six were Anthony Bryan, his wife and 
foor ebiidren; frew persons of color from Tli- 
nme. 

Next follows thirty-four from the estate of Capt. 
lesec Ross of Mississippi. Six men, with their 
wives and children, make wp nearly the whole 
number. Five of the thirty-four are over 50 years 
of age. Capt. Ross died in Jannery, 1896, and 
bequesthed to ai! his slaves the privilege of free- 
dora in Liberia, as was extensively published in 
the newspapers ot the time.

Then follow the names of Maria Regia, aged 
| 30, and Antonio, aged 10, “ recaptured Africans,” 
| They were bronght into the United States ille- 
| gully as slaves, by foreigners, and rescued by 
the United States Government. 

The remauung thirty-five were from Louisiana, 
aged 45 yeors and under. They were the slaves 
of Henry Patterson, Esq. of Baltimore, Md, who

far as is known, have fallen wholly apo the Society. 
| At the time of the annual meeting, January 18,

| At the same tuwe, the Society was already pledged 
, to send to Libera, within ube year, 360 emigrants, 
mast of thea slaves, whose freedom depends on 
| thes emigration within « given time. Some of 
jthem must go this very month, Febroary; and 
others must go in May. 

The sverage expense of sending ovt an eman- 
cipated slave, and supporting him sx months, ull 
he can raise & crop on the farm which the Soci- 
ety gives him, is eboot fifty dollars. Ih « few 

‘cases, this expense is borne by those who eman- 

cipate ; but generally, after giving up slaves who 
j might have been sold for thousands of dollars, 
they are able to bear but a part. and frequently, 
ere able to bear no part, of the additional 
pexpense; or what they bequceth ie used up in 
jlowserts, such as have been described. Hence, 
‘the cal! on us to supply the deficiency. Towards 
the expenses of « part of those whom the Society 
| most send out soon, something,—it is not known 
how much,—will be received from the estate of 
itheir late mistress, The average deficiency to 
be eupplied by denations wil!, therefore, be less 
than fifty dollars each ; but its exact smount can- 
not be foresecn. 

Such is the work in which the Society w en- 
gaged, and in which the reader's assistance is 
respectfu'ly, but earnestly requested. As “the 
times” are “ herd,” and many connot render such 
sid as they giedly would, it is the more necessary 
that each should do what he can. The Society 
reles on the willingness of the free, to make some 
efforta, ond if need be, even some sacrifices, to 
secure the freedom of others; and therefore ex- 
pects to be enabled to redeem its pledges, and to 
assist other, both bond and free, who call upon 
tt for asmetance 4. T.
